(2) Make some form of live- 
stock a part of the permanent 
program.

Mr. Watson did not attempt to 
place the blame for the present 
financial troubles of the schools 


on any person or persons. He ex- 
plained to the teachers that dis- 
cussion of how to proceed with the 
schools and not to find the remedy 
for the financial situation would be 
permitted during the institute. Mr. 
Watson, Prof. I, L, Boles of the 
Ienterprise city school, and others 
reported some of the proceedings 
of the Superintendents’ conference 
held in Montgomery on Septem- 
ber 24th. 

Mr. Watson appointed a resolu- 
tions committee, composed of Mr. 
C. D. Wallace, superintendent of 


Coffee County High School, Mr. I. ins 


L. Boles, principal of Enterprise 
City School, Mr. W. A. Hidson, 
principal of New Brockton High 
School, Mr. Jas. C. Dixon, superin- 
tendent of Elba High School, Mr. 
W. G. Cameron of Kinston High 
School, Mrs. J. W. Kendrick, Miss 
Hilda Swain and Miss Mary Lee. 
Immediately after the noon hour 
this committee met and drew up 
resolutions, which appear elsewhere 
in this issue of The Clipper. The 
resolutions were read to the insti- 
tute by Mrs. J. W. Kendrick. After 
a brief discussion of same, they 
were unanimously adopted by the 
teachers. 

Miss Eunora Farris, supervisor 
of the elementary schools of the 
county, outlined the objectives for 
this school year and pledged her 
continued loyalty to the schools 
and teachers of Coffee County. 
Miss Dorothea Sander, Red Cross 
nutritionist, gave a brief plan of 
her work with the schools and urg. 
ed the teachers to make a strong 
effort to bring about better health 
conditions in the various com- 
munities. 

Mr. Baker, of the State Depart- 
ment of Education, was present 
and answered a number of ques- 
tions, asked by the superintendent 
and the teachers. 

A spirit of loyalty and determi- 
nation to carry on Coffee County 
schools their full time was shown 
on the part of every official and 
teacher present. Mr. J, BH. Pitt- 
man, chairman of the Coffee Coun- 
ty school board, was present, and 
expressed his appreciation for the 
way the teachers have met diffi- 
culties of the past and his confi- 
dence in and hope for their con- 
tinued loyalty.

Regardless of the 
cause, or who is to blame for the 
lack of funds to finance the schools, 
the teachers are willing to carry 
on as long as they possibly can.

Insurance Death Piot Un- 
covered In Covington Co.

ANDALUSIA, Ala., Oct. 5.— 
Jim Robinson, prominent Andalusia 
resident, is in the Covington Coun- 
ty Jail here charged with assault 
with intent to murder in connee- 
tion with an alleged plot to kill 
his wife and four children in order 
to get insurance and property. 

-Ralph Grizzle and George Lundy | 
of Andalusia, told Sheriff Torm| 
Gantt that Robinson offered them 
$800 if they would run down his 
wife and children with a seed truck 
as the family stood on the roadside 
where Robinson was fixing a fake 
puncture, the sheriff said. 

Robinson, from his cell in the 
county jail, refused to make a 
statement about the affair. 

The original time for the whole- 
sale slaying was fixed at 8 o’clock 
Sunday night, Grizzle and Lundy 
told the sheriff. At the appointed 
time sheriff’s forces, accompanied 
by Grizzle and Lundy, drove to the 
place agreed upon and found Rob- 
inson fumbling with the car, his 
wife on the running board and four 
children, including an infant, in- 
side the car. | 

Charles Welch, brother of Mrs.) 
Robinson, told Deputy Sheriff) 
Brake Gantt that his sister had re-| 
cently willed 120 acres of land to| 
her husband, and that her life and} 
all the chidren were insured, Rob- 
son being the beneficiary. 
According to the story told of- 
ficers by Grizzle and Lundy, Rob- 
inson had been planning the kill- 
ing for three months. At various 
times the three had discussed the 
plot, officers quoted Grizzle and 
Lundy as saying, and only Satur-| 
day did they agree to carry it out. 

Robinson, according to Grizzle 
and Lundy, made them an offer of 
$800 to do the job. They said that} 
the plan was for Robinson to have 
his car on the roadside, just be- 
yond the overhead bridge on the 
Opp-Florala Highway. 

There, while repairing a ‘fake’ 
puncture, the heavy truck andj 
trailer was to come along and side- 
swipe the automobile, killing or 
seriously injuring the entire fam- 
ily, the two men told officers. 

Grizzle said that Robinson told 
him that he preferred that he 
(Grizzle) drive the death truck, 
because he was more capable of 
“whipping” the trailer, and offer- 
ed him $700 to do the job. Lundy 
was offered $100 to accompany 
Grizzle, they said. 

Immediately after completing 
details of the plot. Grizzle and 
Lundy notified Sheriff Tom Gantt, 
who with Deputy Sheriff Brake 
Gantt, went to the place on the 
Opp-Florala Highway Sunday 
night.

DOTHAN, Oct. 2—Investigation 
of alleged fraudulent seed, feed 
and fertilizer loans by department 
of justice agents was pushed to- 
day, while J. R. Witherington, 
Houston County farm demonstra- 
tion agent, was under suspension 
pending completion of the probe. 

Witherington was suspended yes- 
terday under instructions from 
vecretary of Agriculture Hyde at 
Washington and the office taken 
over by J. R. Williams, special 
representative of the department 
of agriculture from Washington. 

Willitms declined to make a 
statement. 

Department of justice agents 
have been reported here for sev- 
eral weeks investigating loans 
made for the purpose of seed, feed 
and fertilizer, and one man, Lea 
Espy, has been arrested on charges 
of obtaining $850 from the govern- 
ment through alleged fraudulent 
assertions that he was a farmer 
when not engaged in farming. 

Five men subsequently were in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
charged with attempting to intimi- 
date two negro witnesses in a seed, 
feed and fertilizer loan.

NEWS IN BRIEF FORM 


The present price of crude rub- 
ber is approximately 5 cents a 
pound. The New York Times says 
that “it is the lowest on record 
and so far below the cost of pro- 
duction for numerous plantations 
that it is expected that cultivation 
of the commodity will be abandon- 
ed by more than enough growers 
to bring the supply down to the 
demand level.” 


On the South and Hast where 
cotton letterheads were introduced 
as a novelty a few months ago 
more than three million yards of 
cloth are being consumed this way. 
A bale of cotton weighing 5900 
pounds will produce 40,000 letter- 
heads of ordinary size. Railways 
in the South have adopted cotton 


menu cards. Posters printed on 
cotton and applied to billboards 
will withstand the elements and 


last for months. 


New Facts About 
Cottonseed Meal 

New methods for feeding hogs, 
horses, and mules rations including 
cottonseed meal are being yrecom- 
mended by F, W. Burns, extension 
animal husbandman of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, An- 
burn, and by county demonstration 
agents, 

In feeding hogs a bi-hopper self- 
feeder is used. This is a new 
method of feeding hogs and excel- 
lent results have been obtained. 
One of the two hoppers should con- 
tain a protein ration made by mix- 
ing one sack of cottonseed meal 
with one sack of tankage. The 
other hopper should contain a 
grain ration such as corn, one of 
the grain sorghums, barley, or 
wheat, It is not necessary to grind 
either of these grains for hogs. 

More cottonseed meal may he 
fed to horses and mules when idle 
than when at hard work, Mr, Burns 
said, This is due to energy re- 
quirements. a 

One ration recommended by him 
for idle work animals is 8 pounds 
of cottonseed meal and 12 pounds 
of cottonseed hulls for each 1,000- 
pound animal. Another is corn and 
cob meal 5 pounds, cottonseed meal 
1 pound, and hay 12 pounds. The 
third is cottonseed meal 3 pounis, 
hay 6 pounds, and cottonseed hulls 
6 pounds. 

Several rations for horses and 
mules doing light work and also 
heavy work were recommended, 
The maximum cottonseed meal in 
these rations is two pounds per‘day 
per 1,000-pound animal.

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabuma at its last session ordered 
an election by the qualified elec 
tors of the State of Alabama upon 
a certain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, which 
proposed amendment is herein set 
out, and ordered that the election 
be held on the Second Tuesday aft- 
er the expiration of chree months 
from and after the final adjourn 
ment of the regular session at 
which the sald amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHERBAS, as provided by Sec- 
tion 287 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, the Act proposing the amend- 
ment was not submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Governor but was 
valid upon its adoption by the Leg- 
islature without his approval, and 

Whereas, the Legislature 
journed on Saturday the 25th day 
of July, 198 , and Tuesday, the 3rd 
day of November, 1931, is the sec- 
ond Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the said Leg- 
lature at which tha amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHERBAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law to 
be given by proclamation of the 
Governor; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. 
Miller, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day the 3rd day of November, 1931, 
an elettion will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama {for the vote of the qual- 
ified electors of the State of Ala- 
buma in the manner and form as 
required by law, upon the follow: 
ing amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, viz:— 

“ARTICLE XX-B. Section 1. 
The State is authorized to en- 
gage in the construction, im- 
provement, repair and mainte- 
uance of public roads, highways 
and bridges in the State of Ala- 
bama. ‘To this end and for these 
purposes, the State is authorized 
to appropriate funds and for con- 
structional purposes only the 
State is authorized also to issue 
and sell interest-bearing negoti- 
able State bonds in addition to 
those already authorized and sold 
under Article XX and XX-A, as 
amendments to the Constitution 
of 1901, in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five mil- 
lion dollars ($25,000,000.00), to be 
issued under such denominations, 
numbers and series, and maturing 
at such times as may be pro- 
‘vided by law, and all such bonds 
shall bear a rate of interest not 
greater than six per cent per an- 
num, payable semi-annually, and 
shall be sold at a price not less 
than the par value thereof, 

Section 2. The State Highway 
Commission or Highway Depart- 
ment shall locate, construct and 
maintain highways, bridges and 
State trunk roads s0 as to con- 
nect each county seat with the 
county seat of the adjoining 
county by the most direct or 
most feasible route by a perma- 
nent road, haying due regard for 
the public welfare, and shall con- 
nect the county seats of the sey- 
eral border countles at or near 
the state line with a public high- 
way in the border states. Pro- 
vided, that in counties which are 
divided into two or more judi- 
clal divisions in each of which 
regular terms of the eircuit court 
are held, the places where said 
terms of court are held, shall 
likewise be connected with each 
other, 

Section 8. The proceeds of 
said bonds shall be used for con- 


ee 


structing and/or surfacing of 
roads and constructing and/or 
repairing bridges, but not ivr 


maintenance or discharging of 
contract debts, liability or obliga- 
tions existing vrior to the adop- 
tion of this. amendment. 

Section 4. Highteen million 
four hundred twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($18,425,000.00) of 
the proceeds of said bonds shall 
be set aside by the Governor and 
apportioned in amounts of Two 
Hundred seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($275,000.00) to each of 
the respective counties of the 
State which must be expended 
by the State Highway Commis- 
sion or Highway Department in 
each of said counties for con- 
struction, which shall include 
hard surfacing, of existing and 
also new public roads and bridges 
therein. The remaining proceeds 
of said bonds shall be used for 
the construction, which shall in- 
clude surfacing, of existing, or 
new highways and constructing 
or repairing bridges in the State. 

Section 6, The proceeds of 
such bonds shall be kept sepa- 
rate and apart from all other 
funds and no part of the same 
shall ever be used in honoring a 
Warrant not legally drawn against 
such proceeds, 

Section 6. There is hereby le- 
vied and every distributor, retail 
dealer or storer shall pay an ex-
